ON BEARISH REPORT 


Kt tery Opportunity Bears 
- Threw Holdings on Declining

PRICES HOW LOWEST 
IN NEARLY THREE YEARS 


Market Was Active All Through the 
Day—Bears Claim Ginners’ Re- 
port Indicating Crop for 
1904 Will Reach Thir- 
teen Million Bales. 


New York, December 28.—The cotton 
market broke 30 to 35 points on the 
' census bureau's ginners’ report indicat- 
ing a crop in excess of the government's 
estimate. There was very heavy trading 
on the decline. 

The bears contended that the ginners’ 
report probably forecasted a crop of 
nearly 13,000,000 bales. 

Following the report, prices, which hai 
shown weakness since the opening, broke 
sharply with January selling around 
6.66, March 6.8!, ang May 6.96, or a net 
decline of 22@25 points and a break if 
practically $6 a bale in two weeks’ time. 

The market was very active during the 
afternoon with big short. interests cove. 
ing, while there was also héavy liqii- 
dation and om every little bulge the 
‘bears seemed disposed to withdraw thétr 
buying orders and sell more cotton. 
| The low figures reached fn the slymp 
| are the lowest that cotton has reached 
in nearly three years. 

Excitement at New Orleans. 

New Orleans, December 28.—With the 
reaging of the ginners’ report on the 
, cotton exchange today cotton slumped 47 
to 55 points. Extraordinary excitement 
attended the break. The market was 
hammereg with great energy. 

After the first excitement the mar- 
ket grew quieter, though the decline was 
not arrested. January cotton went to 
6.40, which !s a decline of about 4 cents 
during the last three months. 


Report Shows Great Increase. 

Washington, December 28.—The census 
‘bureau today issued a report giving the 
quantity of cotton ginned in 737 counties 
up to December 13, last, to have been 
11,686,614 running bales, which the 
cquivalent of 11,848,113 commercial 
bules. The commercial baleg reported to 
_the same period of 1903 amounted to 8,- 
| 747,669. 

In arriving at the number of commer- 
¢:al bales, round bales are counted a 
halt bales. The report to the same date 
last year covered 812 counties as against 
737 this year. The report for the present 
year covers the output of 29,567 ginner- 
|ics, while 29,527 were included in the 
‘report for 1902.

Denver, Colo.,, December 28.—Attorneye 
Charlies Thomas and Samuel W. Bei-

‘Republicans Defy Courts.

Alabama Sons of Veterans To 
Honor Memory of Marquis 


Tablet Will Be Placed on the Build- 
ing i.Gw on Tae Site of the House 
Where LaFayette Was En- 
tertained at Mont- 
gomery. 


Montgomery, Ala., December 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The visit of the Marquis de La- 
fayette to Montgomery will be celebrated 
April’ 4, 1905, by the erection of a 
bronze tablet on the building now on the 
site of the house where the great French 
general was entertaineqg and where a 
largely attended ball was given in his 
honor. The tablet will be put up by the 
Alabama Society of Sons of the Revolu- 
tion and will cost about $100. It will 
show a bas relief head of Lafayette 
with picture of the old house, and re- 
cite the main facts incident to his 
visit. 

The reception was one of the most elab- 
orate, in fact, the most, in the history 
of Alabama. It occurred April 4, 1825.

Farmers Assert They Will Invest in 
Six-Cent Cotton. 

Augusta, Ga., December 28.—(Special)— 
Will the planters who are wealthy and 
have cash balances in the banks buy up 
cheap cotton this winter and not plant in 
the spring? is a subject that caused some 
talk on Cotton Row in this city this 
morning.

One of the party, a great river bottom 
planter, whose crop_runs to several hun- 
dred bales every year, announced that he 
had not made up his mind about planting 
for the next crop. He announced that he 
was waiting to see just how low cotton 
would go. If it went to 6 cents, he said 
he would use all the money he had, and 
his credit too, to buy for the next year 
instead of planting. In the opinion of 
this gentleman, it was very much cheap- 
er for him to buy cotton at 6 cents than 
to raise it at any price! 

This opinion was taken up and talked 
over by the different members of the par- 
ty and all agreed that for a farmer, who 
had money and credit, the best way to 
beat the market would be to buy at 6 
cents or lower, and then plant nothing’ 
for next crop. :

Sheriff’ Bany Failed To Gel 
Requisition, 


Will Be Forwarded to Him from 
Albany and Will Reach New 
York in Time To Nab the 
Alleged Forger on Ar- 
rival from Europe. 


Albany, December 28.—Contrary to 
his expectations Sheriff Barry, of 
Cleveland, did not carry with him on 
his return to New York today a war- 
ront for the extradition of Dr. Leroy

ceive the papers in New York tomorrow, 

The sheriff, who arrived here from 
New York last evening, came to the ex- 
ecutive chamber this morning with his 
counsel, Judge John T. McDonough. The 
requisition of Governor Herrick, of 
Ohio, was presented to pardon and re- 
quisition Clark Joyce, who after a short 
examination pronounced it sufficient. 

His examination was confined to the

minutes that contains the testimony of 
Iria Reynolds to the effect that Dr. 
Chadwick was in Cleveland on March

MENTALITY NOT DEPENDENT 
ON GRAY MATTER IN THE BRAIN 


HILADELPHIA, December 28.—A 
P nex theory of brain development 

has been propounded by Dr. Ed- 
ward Anthony Spitzka, of Columbia uni- 
versity, before the meeting of the ses- 
sion of the American anatomists at the 
University of Pennsylvania. It is in ef- 
fect that the-mentality is not dependent 
on the relative proportion of white and 
gray matter so much as from the health 
of the great bundle of fibres known as 
the corpus callosum which connect the 
two sides of the brain. In announcing 


his theory Dr. Spitzka exhikited the 
brains of more than a dozen men who 


had been eminent in science and in each | 
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case endeavered to show that they bore 
out his assertions. 

“The relative importance of the white 
and gray matter in the brain is often 
misconstrued,’’ he said. ‘‘Were it not for 
the manifold c%nnections of the nerve 
cells in the cortex with each other as 
well as with the periphory by means 
of the millions and milliong of fibres 
which make up the white matter, the 
brain would be useless as a ngultitude 
of telephone or telegraph stations with 
all interconnecting wires destroyed, The 
corpus callosum is an index which has 
the brain in, control.

The Etowah and Oostanaula riv- 
ers converge at Rome, forming 
the Coosa, and the broad stream 
thus created flows across the bor- 
der line into the state of Alabama 
until {it merges into the river of that 
name.

effects a junction with the Tombigbee. 
the chain of streams then becoming a 
gradually broadening estuary which 
empties into the spacious Mobile bay. 
With some minor obstructions on the 
Coosa river, the way is entirely open.

| Too often prosecuting officers pro- 
‘ceed on the theory that it is their duty

holding that important office permits 
himself to be swayed by personal 
prejudice—once in a great while one 
is found open to the suspicion of using 
‘the power of his office corruptly. In 
such cases the grand jury may prove 
of great value in preventing wrong. 
The grand jury, like the whole sys- 
tem of jury trial, has become so thor- 
oughly a part of the administration of 
the courts under our Anglo-Saxon in- 
fheritance that it is not likely to be 
generally abandoned until some other 
proven distinctly better.

‘that the new constitution of any of the 
southern states has had the effect of dis-

|Anv statute that. might be enacted by 
‘congress with reference to this matter 
would necessarily apply to all states. 
‘Whatever effect new legislation in the 
‘southern states may heve had towards 
abridging the suffrage of the negro, one 
‘of the best evidences of friendship on 
‘the part of the white people, and their 
desire to see the condition of the ngro 
‘improvd, fs that there has been spent 
in the southern states up to this time 
about $135,000,000 for negro education, 
and these appropriatinns will be in- 
creased from year to year according to 
‘the increased revenue of the different 
states. It is unreasonable to think, as 
‘has appeared in the pest, that the intelll- 
gent people of the south have the same 
views on all public questions, and it is, 
therefore, not well that any conditions 
|should exist that might prevent the ex- 
i pression of any diversity of opinion. It 
is time for the south to be understood, 
and not misrepresented, as it has been 


tirue to make capital for themselves by 
continued agitation of the negro ques- 
tion or in the advocacy of questions 
which fhe peop more than once have 
declared a snare and a delusion and ob- 
stacles to the prosperity of this country, 
will find some bright day that they have 
been retired to private Hfe.

It is as follows: 

“To the Honorable Mayor and Genera 
Council of the City of Atlanta: Gentle- 
men—It 1% not customary, nor would It 
serve any public purpose, for your com- 
mittee to give an itemized report of a), 
the ordinances that have been submitted 
to us during the past year. We have 
thoroughly investigated a multitude o. 
measures referred to us, and are the more 
satisfied with our conclusions because of 
the fact that practically:all of our re- 
ports have been adopted by the general 
council. The trading stamp ordinance 1s 
the only one passed on by your commit- 
tee where the legality of the legislation 
has been questioned, and we are glad to 
report that it has been upheld by the 
superior court of this circuit. 

“Most of the penal ordinances referred 
to us have been reported on adversely, 
it being the judgment of the committee 
that the personal liberty of the citizen 
should be restrained as little as poss!- 
ble, and only where the public good de- 
_mands it. Indeed, many of the ordi- 
nances now on the books might profita- 
bly be repealed. | 

“We recommend that the penal ordi- 
mances passed during the last five years 
be codified and printed in pamjphlet form 
as a supplement to the Mity code. As the 
general public is charged with the ob- 
servahce of these laws and the police 
department with their enforcement, they 
should be in accessible form.

Spots were 1!4 
points lower on sales of 10,000 bales. 
There was some covering here this morn- 
ing which ran prices up above last night, 
but the ginners’ report put in !ts appear- 
ance, there was a renewal of heavy 
selling pressure. and the market broke 
sharply. Closing prices are practically 
the lowest of the session. The move- 
ment of the crop did not cut much 
figure. Statistics were more complei® 
today than they have been 
but the overshadowing influence in the 
market was the ginners’ report and this 
revealed clearly that the crop is con- 
siderably in excess of 12,000,000, as ‘t 
shows almost 11,900,000 as having been 
ginned up to December 3. This is an 
increase of more than 3,000,000 bales, 
as compared with the corresponding 
period last year, ang substantiates the 
government estimate of more than l/2,- 
000,000 bales, including linters.
